Twelfth Judicial Circuit 
District Attorney Gary 
McAliley revealed Friday after- 
noon, July 22, the results of a 
joint investigation by the New 
Brockton: Police Department, 
Elba’ Police Department; 
District. Attorney’s. office and 
the Coffee County Sheriff's 
Department. 

During a press conference 
held at the Elba Courthouse, 
McAliley said several warrants 
of arrest were. issued Friday for 
sex-related crimes’ involving 
children, He said Coffee County 
law enforcement. officers 
received two reports earlier this 
year, and investigations by the 
officers led to Friday's 
announcement. 

“They've (officers) worked 
together very. well,” McAliley 
said, ‘They've done so to pro- 
tect the children of our commu- 
nity.” 

McAliley said the investiga- 
tion began after Officer John 
Greene of the New Brockton 
Police. Department began look- 
ing into. a report that a single 
parent was leaving her. 11-year- 
old female. child unattended at

“Adult males and. one adult 
female would then arrive and on 
occasion furnish drugs and 
engage in various sexual activi- 
ties with the — children,” 
McAliley said. “On one occa- 
sion, an adult from Covington 
County. manufactured: a video 
featuring the children engaging 
in sexual activities,” 

The district attorney said the 
adult, a female, can be heard on 
the video giving explicit instruc- 
tions. 

McAliley said a second report 
of sexual activities involving 
children led the investigation to 
the Elba area. He said officers 
discovered that parents were 
dropping their female children 
off at a local skating rink in 
Elba, leaving them unattended. 

After the. parents — left, 
McAliley: said non-related indi- 
viduals would pick the children 
up. and take them to various 
locations -in Coffee County 
where sexual activities with the 


children would take place. The 
children then would be taken 
back to the skating rink before 
their parents returned to pick 
them up for the evening. 

McAliley stressed that the 
skating rink had no part in the 
incidents other than it happened 
to the be place where the chil- 
dren were being dropped off. 

“To all parents of young chil- 
dren, do your best to know 
where your children are,” said 
McAliley. “Don’t assume they 
are safe from harm if dropped 
off at an amusement business, 
and don’t leave your children 
without proper adult supervi- 
sion,” 

On Friday, he said warrants of 
arrest. were issued for the fol- 
lowing persons in regards to the

Reward announced for bridge burning incidents

Coffee County 
Commissioners received the 
news they have been waiting to 
hear Monday morning, July 25, 
during the regular bimonthly 
commission meeting. 

Dwight Holley, chief investi- 
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gator with the Twelfth Judicial 
Circuit District Attorney's 
office, delivered news to com- 
missioners that a request to 
offer a reward for the capture of 
the. person(s) responsible for 
burning two county bridges ear- 
lier this year has been approved 
by the governor’s office, 

Holley said the governor's 
office has approved a $5,000 
reward for information leading 
to the arrest of those responsi- 
ble for the fires, 

He said officials with the 
governor's office said rewards 
are normally reserved for vio- 
lent crimes such as murder; 
however, the office has agreed 
to set this money aside hoping 
to lead to the capture the arson- 
ist(s), 

“Arson is one of the hardest 
crimes there is to solve,” Holley 
said, “Maybe this $5,000 will 
bring someone out to lead to the 
solving of these crimes.” 

In early January of thig year, a 
timber bridge on County Road 
365 was completely destroyed 
by a fire officials said was set 
by an arsonist. Then, in early 
May, a timber bridge on County 
Road 323 was heavily damaged 
by fire. 

After the fire on County Road 
323, county commissioners 
requested permission to offer a 
reward, 

County engineer Randy 
Tindell requested several items 
be approved by commissioners 
during Monday's meeting, 
a a en E 


Tindell said the annual bid on 
plant mix placement is up for 
renewal, and the current bid 
holder has agreed to roll the bid 
over for another year at the 
same prices. Commissioners 
unanimously voted to approve 
this request. 

Commissioners approved a 
resolution allowing the county 
to join other counties in the 
state's seventh division (south- 
east Alabama) for a joint bid of 
items such as erosion control 
materials, rip-rap, traffic stripe, 
etc, Tindell said the purpose of 
the joint bid is to get a better 
overall price. 

In regards to a grant received 
from the NRCS for emergency 
roadside repair at several sites 
across the county, Tindell said it 
looks as though two sites (one in 
district four and one in district 
three) are going to be at or 
above $50,000; therefore, he 
requested and received approval 
to bid these two projects,

The United States Supreme 
Court’s recent ruling concern- 
ing private property rights 
reminds me of my 
Grandmother's stories from the 
early 1950s, During that time 
in our country, the Freeway 
system was being created. 
Grandmother told me stories of 
men with clipboards going 
through neighborhoods, from 
house to house, knocking on 
doors. When told that the 
Freeway was coming through 
their front yard, the startled 
folks would all shout: “You 
can’t take my home!” The men 
with clipboards would simply 
respond: “Yes we can. You're 
Standing in the way of 
progress.” 

The US Constitution says the 


government is allowed to take 
our private property for public 
use, but historical- 
ly, eminent 
domain was only 
used for high- 
ways, dams, and 
utilities. It 
appears that the 
Supreme Court's 
recent ruling con- F 
firms that local (ii 
city and county 
governments are 
able to seize pri- 
vate property for a 
private developer 
to build on in 
order to generate 
more money from taxes. This 
seizure power is a bit different 
than ever used in our past. 
According to retiring Justice 
Sandra Day O’Connor’s dis- 
sent, “under the banner of eco- 
nomic development, all private

plan for substitute bus drivers

During a special meeting of 
the Coffee County Board of 
Education Tuesday, July 26, 
board members approved an 
incentive plan to help keep sub- 
stitute bus drivers available dur- 
ing the school year. 

Superintendent Dr. Linda 
Ingram said available substitute 
bus drivers. continue to be a 
problem; therefore, she along 
with transportation supervisor, 
Ted Fillingim, and the school 
principals created a proposal to 
present board members for 
approval, 

She said the proposal calls for 
the school system to have two 
people at each of the three 
school sites as on-call emer- 
gency substitute drivers. 

Teachers willing to be on-call 
emergency substitute drivers 
would agree to drive a route if a 
driver could ‘not be found, The 
teachers also would be required 
to have a CDL license and certi- 
fied as a bus driver. 

As. an incentive, Ingram said 
the school system would offer 
the emergency driver's a $500 
supplement at the end of the 
year if he/she had driven a min- 
imum of eight full days or 16 
half days throughout the year.. 

Ingram said the regular sub- 
stitute bus drivers also should be 
offered this incentive. 

“I think it’s (the plan) a good- 
faith effort on our part to take 
care of the people who are 
working for us but also provide 
a service,” Ingram said. 

She told board members there 
are teachers already within the 


system that would be willing to 
participate with this plan, 

Board member Jimmy Clark 
offered a motion with a second 
from. board) member Larry 
Eddins to accept the substitute 
driver’s plan. The motion passed 
by a unanimous vote. Board 
member Danny Jernigan was 
not present for the meeting. 

Board members also 
approved the recommendation 
of Ingram to employ Cathie 
Tranum as a fifth grade teacher 
at Zion Chapel School. 

Ingram said school starts

Using DEET mosquito repellent on children 


by Stan Windham 
County Extension Agent 


Insect repellents containing 
DEET are the most widely used 
mosquito repellents on the mar- 
ket. DEET is not recommended 
for use on children under 2 
months of age. 

DEET-containing © products 
are also the most effective mos- 
quito’ repellents available. 
DEET is effective as a repellent 
against. a variety of other 
insects, including ticks. It 
should be used when there is a 
need to prevent insect-borne 
disease. The concentration of 
DEET in products may range 
from less than 10% to over 
30%. The efficacy of Deet 
plateaus -at a concentration of 
30%, the maximum concentra- 
tion currently recommended for 
infants and children. The major 
difference in the efficacy. of 
products relates to the duration 
of action; Products with: con- 


centrations around 10%. are 
éffective for periods of approx- 
imately two hours. As the con- 
centration of DEET increases, 
the duration of activity increas- 
es, for example, a, Concentra- 
tion of about 24% has. been 
shown to provide an average of 
5 hours of protection. 

The safety of DEET. does not 
appear. to. relate to differences 
in thesé concentrations. A pru- 
dent approach would be to 
select the lowest concentration 
effective for the amount of time 
spent outdoors. It is generally 
agreed that DEET should not 
be applied more than once a 
day. 

There are no-specific data on 
the skin absorption of DEET as 
a. function of agé. However, 
data-on skin absorption of sim- 
ilar substances suggest that 
absorption through the, skin 
would not differ after an infant 
has reached a month or two of 
age. 


DEET should not be used in a 
product that combines the 
repellent with a sunscreen. 
Sunscreens often are applied 
repeatedly because they can be 
washed off. DEET is not water- 
soluble and will last up to 8 
hours. Repeated application 
may increase the potential toxic 
effects of DEET. 

Apply DEET sparingly on 
exposed skin; do not use under 
clothing. Do not use DEET on 
the hands of young children; 
avoid applying to areas around 
the eyes and mouth. 

Do not use DEET over. cuts, 
wounds or irritated skin. Wash 
treated skin with soap and 
water -after returning indoors; 
wash treated clothing. Avoid 
spraying in enclosed areas; do 
not use DEET near food. 

IMPORTANT: The most pru- 
dent approach to using any 
repellent on ohildren is to con- 
sult their physician; their opin- 
ion will aid in your decision.
